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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Tejima teaches the claimed structure but does not 
teach the claimed basis weight, however, it is the examiner's position that one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to 
select the basis weight in order to optimize the strength and appearance of the nonwoven. Further, it is noted that Tejima does not specify 
a basis weight at all, so it is clear that the person of ordinary skill would have been able to select an appropriate basis weight. 
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
